Oil and Gas Producing States to Fight Federal Revenue Sharing Provision 

The Interstate Oil and Gas Compact Commission (IOGCC) announced today that it will fight 
to restore funding cut by the passage of a Congressional spending package provision that 
will reduce otates' share of revenues from federal oil and gas production. 

The provision reallocates funding from a current 50-50 split of federal oil and gas 
revenues to a 48-52 percent split. This results in a 2 percent reduction of federal oil 
and gas revenue income to the states - and an unjustified 2 percent increase in revenue to 
the federal government. 

"The IOGCC has long advocated for a fair 50-50 split on revenue and was in fact 
instrumental in achieving that goal several years ago,* said Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin, 
IOGCC cnairman. "This latest Congressional action poses a significant threat to states and 
state pxograms. The IOGCC will continue to do everything in its power to fight this 
provision. ■ 

Gov. Palin said she is also concemed that this Congressional action would set a 
precendent in reducing the share of revenue that is distributed to the states. 

"fle believe that the federal government has not made its case for this action, * said 
IOGCC Acting Executive Director Gerry Baker. "Previous studies have shown that states can 
administer the revenue distribution at a much lower cost than the federal government."

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"Revenue from oil and gas production on federal land is an important source of income for 
the state of New Mescico," said Mark Pesmire, chairman of New Mexico's Oil Conservation 
Commisaion. *This new provision would hit the state hard and would reduce our share of 
revenue by more than $11 raillion per year."

What UAA found in thia firat phaae was to them, "_in many ways re-asauring.- Alaska' s 
syatem has many featurea that improve security. Those include paper back ups for 
electronic counts, croaa checking of vote counta in different locations, and a centralized 
aystem for state and federal electiona throughout Alaska.* (In other states, counties use 
their own patchwork of different procedurea.) 



A number of vulnerabilitiea have also been ideritif led.-. For example, the scanners and 
touch acreens "aleep over* with election workers in remote locations becauae the machines 
are flown in ahead of time to Buah villages. The Diviaion has procedures for multiple 
people to check the accuracy of the atarting count (set to zero) before polling begiris, 
paper copiea of votes are kept, and other procedurea maintained to ensure the integrity of 
the proceaa, but the Univeraity will delve deeper into whether other layers of aafeguards 
are needed. In Phaae II, UAA will continue to examine the technology (acanners/touch 
acreens) used and raake recommendations for improving elections security.

The Federal Department of Homeland Security's Bureau of Customs and Border Protection is 
proposing a change ln how it interprets the Passenger Vessel Services Act. (*PVSA*) 



Currently, the PVSA is interpreted to allow foreign flagged cruise ships to leave from a 
U.S. port on a cruise, continue on the cruise with passengers disembarking at several U.! 
ports, and then stop briefly at a foreign port {usually Vancouver for cruises to Alaska) 
before returning to the U.S. port they left from. (Nearly all cruise ships operating in 
Alaska are foreign flagged) 



The proposed change in how the PVSA is interpreted would require foreign flagged cruise 
ships to: 



1) Stop at the foreign port for at least 48 hours; 

2) Spend more than 50% of the total time spent at U.S. ports at the foreign port;

Allow passengers to go ashore at the foreign port. 



If the proposed changes apply to Alaska, it would have a aevere impact on the ability of 
cruiee lines to offer trips to Alaska with stops at multiple ports as they do now. This 
would affect the number o£ passengers willlng to take an Alaska cruise. There would also 
be impact s to the state's revenue from the cruise ship gambling tax, cruise ship income 
tax the head taxes that go to municipalities, sales taxes to municipalities from 
purchases by passengers and crew onshore, and lost revenue to hundreds of Alaska 
businesses that rely on tourism. 



POINTS MADE IN THE LETTKR 



The draft letter basically makes two points. .First, the notice of the proposed change 
does not expressly apply to Alaska, so we are asking the federal agency to clarify the 
scope of the rule changes. Second, if the agency says the changes would apply to Alaska, 
we are asking the agency to delay the changes until it has performed a thorcugh review of 
the impacts to' the State, municipalities, and Alaska businesses and then given everyone 
tlme to submit comments.

I just spoke with Erika. She did not bring up the question of cooperation with the 
Congressional delegation, thus it would still be useful to have that discussion at a later 
date My conversation waa fairly short, as she did seem to be on a tight deadline, and 
she was mainly interested in the nature of the brief the State was preparing. I brief ly 
described to her the hiatory of the state's involveraent in the private plalntiff punitive 
damage claim by way of prelude to telling her that we were new to this particular 
discussion and therefore still developing the brief. I then told her that in general we 
anticipated the brief would include a discussion of the legal issues enumerated by the 
Suprerae Court as well as address Exxon's view that the payments it had made to the 
Governments for fines, penalties and damages somehow meant that it should not have to pay 
punitive damages. She asked if there was any particular legal issue that concerned us and 
I mentioned the aecond isaue, the aupposed preemptive effect of the Clean Water Act on 
comrnon law punitive damages.

Govemor, 

Just wanted you to be aware of what we were doing Friday when UAA releases phase 1 of the 
Alaska Elections Security Project. I gave Kris P. and Mike T. a heads up yesterday on this. 
Shouldn't be any bombshells. We're being proactive about ensuring elections security. Last 
summer I asked the University to take an independent iook at our elections technology and the 
processes/procedures employed. UAA completed its initial Iook and will provide a more in 
depth review in Phase II, across the next three months. My intent with the Division is to 
implement recommendations in time for 2008 elections. 

What UAA found in this first phase was to them, "...in many ways re-assuring: Alaska's system 
has many features that improve security. Those include paper back ups for electronic counts, 
cross checking of vote counts in different locations, and a centralized system for state and 
federal elections throughout Alaska." (In other states, counties use theirown patchwork of 
different procedures.) 

A number of vulnerabilities have also been identified.... For example, the scanners and touch 
screens "sleep over" with election workers in remote locations because the machines are flown 
in ahead of time to Bush villages. The Division has procedures for multiple people to check the 
accuracy of the starting count (set to zero) before polling begins, paper copies of votes are 
kept, and other procedures maintained to ensure the integrity of the process, butthe University 
will delve deeper into whether other layers of safeguards are needed. In Phase II, UAA will 
continue to examine the technology (scanners/touch screens) used and make 
recommendations for improving elections security.
